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WASHINGTON. Oct. 23 — The meeting, 
between President Reagan and an Arab 
League delegation led by King Hassan of 
Morocco focused largely on Jordan's role in 
the Middle East, according to a senior 
administration official following the three- 
hour session. Administration officials have 
expressed the hope that “moderate'’ Arab 
countries could encourage Jordan to begin 
talks with the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion concerning the formation of a Palesti- 
nian state in association with Jordan. 

At the heart of a peace initiative presented 
by Reagan Sept 2 is a proposal that Palesti- 
nians in the West Bank and Gaza Strip even- ■ 
tuaDy gain independence in association with 
Jordan. 

But a plan proposed by the Arab states at a 
session in Fez. Morocco, calls for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state governed by the PLO. 
King Hussein of Jordan has yet to accept 
Reagan's plan, but U.S. officials say he might 
if given enough support from other Arab 
states. 

The message delivered to the Arab League 
delegation was that “the Jordanians and the 
Palestinians have to work out some sort of an 
arrangement” said the official, who spoke on 
the condition he not be identified. 

But he said, “Hassan made it clear it was 
necessary to represent the Palestinians in the 
negotiations. Hassan was “very encourag- 
ing’’ that such an agreement could be 
reached, he said. 

Palestinian leaders may make a “fairly 
dramatic” derision in relation to talks with 
Jordan at a meeting of the Palestine National 
Council expected to convene in four to six 
weeks, the official said. 
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U.S. officials have stated several times 
their belief that a joint Jnrdanian-Palestinian 
state is the only workable way to provide a 
Palestinian homeland. Reagan told the Arab 
League leaders it is futile to envision negotia- 
tions that involve the PLO. because Israel 
would refuse to negotiate with PLO leaders, 
according to the administration official. 

Thus, he said, the only w orkable formula 
for negotiations is for King Hussein to meet 
with Palestinian leaders who are acceptable 
to the PLO and to Israel. Arab leaders 
emphasized Friday that Hussein could not 
negotiate with Palestinians without a prior 
agreement with the PLO. according to the 
official. 

Many Arab countries feel a “sense of 
urgency” about the need for negotiations 
between Jordan and the PLO. the spokesman 
said. He said the barrier that divides most 
Arab states from Israel is the lack of a Pales- 
tinian homeland. Thus, agreement between 
King Hussein and the Palestinians on the sub- 
ject of a homeland would do much to ease 
their differences. 

“They would say that takes care of their 
problems with Israel" the official said. He 
said he does not expect the Arab League to 
issue a formal statement supporting King 
Hussein to enter into negotiations with the 
Palestinians until “they arc satisfied there has 
been an agreement between PLO and Hus- 
sein." 

There apparently was not further clarifica- 
tion from Arab leaders Friday of a paragraph 
in the Arab League proposal that seemed to 
imply acceptance of Israel's right to exist. 

AFP adds: After meeting the Arab delega- 
tion. President Reagan sounded a new note 
of optimism on the Middle East Friday by 
calling the current visit by an Arab delegation 
“an important milestone along the road to a 
common objective — a just and honorable 
peace.” 

Analysts said the visit by the committee of 
seven has not yet led to concrete results. But 
an immediate effect had not been expected. 
Future contacts, moreover, seemed assured 
by an agreement between the leader of the 
delegation. King Hassan H of Morocco, and 
Secretary of State George Shultz to widen 
talks. 

The note of optimism appeared to have 
resulted from what one ranking State 
Department official called a “little phrase" 
King Hassan used as he left the White House 
Friday. At that time, the Moroccan monarch 
recognized United Nations resolution 242 
and 338 as “a framework which will save a lot 
of time in the search for our objective: peace 
and coexistence.” 

U.N. Resolution 242 asserts that all Mid- 
dle East states have a right to live in peace, 
and that Israel must withdraw from ter- 
ritories acquired by force. Resolution 338 
calls for direct peace talks. 


visitingiran aid from Arabs 


BAGHDAD. Oct. 23 (AP) — an slatnic 
peace mission seeking to end the Iran -Iraq 
war arrived here Saturday after talks with 
Iranian officials in Tehran. 

The official Iranian News Agency. IRNA. 
said the nine-man mission traveling under the 
auspices of the Organization of Isl ami c Con- 
ference Organization left Tehran earlier in 
the day after only a few hours stay there. 

IRNA said Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei and Foreign Minis ter Ali Akbar 
Velayati reiterated to the mission Iran’s oft- 
repeated terms for ending the two-year-old. 
conflict with Iraq. 

The team flew to Iraq from Jeddah, its 
base, since all common borders and the air 
space between the warring countries are 
closed. 

The Iraqi News Agency noting the group 
was making a “new attempt to find a solution 
to the han-lraq conflict.” said it was received 
at Baghdad Airport by Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Saadoun Hammadi and members of the dip- 
lomatic corps. 

IRNA said the group, headed by Senegal- 
ese Foreign Minister Mustafa Nmiasse. was 
reported carrying a message from Guinean 
President Ahmad Sekou Toure. who is 
supervising peace efforts, to the Iranian and 
Iraqi leaders. 

The Qatar news Agency said the team was 
canying specific proposals for solving the 
conflict, but gave no details. Contents of 
Sekou Toure' s message were not revealed 
either. 


The trip to Tehran and Baghdad came a 
day after the U.N. General Assembly passed 
a resolution calling on the combatants to 
accept an immediate ceasefire and move to 
the negotiating table. 

The trip is the 9th shuttle between the war- 
ring capitals by the team which was mandated 
by OICs summit conference in Taif, in Janu- 
ary. 1981. Iran boycotted the conference 
because of the presence of Saddam Hussein. 

In addition to Niasses, the group comprises 
Guinean foreign Minister Abdullah Toure, 
OIC Deputy Secretary-General Ershad Hus- 
sein, PLO Central Committee Member 
Mahmoud Labadi. and the Guinean, Bang- 
ladeshi, Turkish, Pakistani and Malaysian 
ambassadors to the Kingdom. Previously, the 
OIC mediation team traveled at president's 
and prime ministers’ level. 

Iran rejected all previous peace proposals 
offered by OIC, as it did other offers made by 
the U.N. and the nonaligned movement, for 
failing to meet Iran’s terms. These stipulate 
that Iraq be held responsible for the outbreak 
of the war on Sept. 22, 1 980, withdraw its 
troops from Iranian territory and pay war 
reparations. 


Argentina faces ‘grave* crisis 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 23 (R) —The dis- 
covery of 400 bodies secretly burned in’ 
unmarked mass graves at a Buenos Aires 
cemetery put new pressure Saturday on 
Argentina's military government, already 
battered by a wave of scandals. 

Argentine human rights groups denounced 
the existence of the graves at a press confer- 
ence Friday night and said they bad asked a 
judge to investigate the identities of the corp- 
ses and to determine whether they had been 
legally buried. The bodies are presumed to 
belong to some of the thousands of people 
who disappeared during the armed forces' 


war against leftist guerrillas in the late 1 970s, 
they said. 

The discovery was reported by Argentine 
newspapers Saturday, bnt only the Peronist 
La Voz and the English-language Buenos 
Aires Herald made the story their main 
front-page headline, all others discreetly 
tucking it away on an inside page. 

Emilio Mignone, president of the Center 
for Legal and Social Studies (CELS), oue of 
the groups which called the press conference, 
said he feared the government might try to 
close the cemetery to prevent identification 
of the bodies. 


IRA victory is blow for Britain 


BELFAST, Oct. 23 (AP) — Protestant 
hardliners won control of Northern Ireland’s 
new assembly Saturday in an election that 
saw extremists on both sides of the province's 
sectarian divide make political advances. The 
election has dealt a stunning blow to Britain’s 
plan for the province and raised fears of 
increased violence. 


Despite the setback, Britain’s Northern 
Ireland secretary, James Prior, said the gov- 
ernment would press ahead with its latest 
initiative to bring feuding Protestants and 
Roman Catholics together. Final results in 
Wednesday’s polling for the 7S-sear provin- 
cial assembly gave the main Protestant par- 
ties 47 seats — 26 for the official Unionists 
and 21 for the Ian Paisley’s Democratic 
Unionists. 


Sinn Fein, political arm of the provisional 
Irish Republican Army, took five seats: a 
major breakthrough in the first election the 
movement has entered under its own name 


since It was formed in December 1969. 

The moderate Social Democratic and 
Labor Party, the Catholic minority’s main 
political voice, won 14 seats and the iion- 
sectarian Alliance Party got 10. Two small 
Unionist factions received one seat each. 

Sinn Fein' s victory came as the guerrillas of 
the outlawed IRA kidnapped a Protestant 
militiaman, Sgt. Thomas Cochran of the Uls- 
ter defense regiment, in South Axmwgb. The 
guerrillas said in a statement that Cochran 
had committed “crimes against the national- 
ist (Catholic) people” in the Touchy zone 
along the border with the Irish Republic. 

British security fores mounted an all-day 
search after Cochran’s motorcycle was found 
but failed to turn up any trace of the missing 
soldier. The search resumed Saturday. 

The assembly election was Britain's first 
initiative in six years to establish power- 
sharing among representatives of the pro- 
vince's 1 -mil] ion-strong Protestant majority 
and 500,000 Catholics. (News analysis p.6). 


Top Afghan jurists flee Kabul 


PESHAV/AR. Oct. 23 (AFP) — A group 
of top Afghan jurists, including the former 
vice president of Kabul University, have 
crossed into Pakistan and denounced the 
Afghan authorities’ “contempt" for the law, 
Mujahedeen sources said here Saturday. 

The defectors were former officials of the 
Afghan Justice Ministry. Among them was 
former Kabul University Vice President 
Abdus Salam Azimi, later appointed director 
of the justice ministry's Institute of Judicial 
Research. Azimf s deputy and administrative 
director was also among the group who cros- 
sed into western Pakistan. 


Azimi and his subordinates condemned the 
“contempt” for the law shown by the gov- 
ernment of Babrak KarmaL, saying that inno- 
cent people had been bung and jailed in 
Afghanistan. Western experts in Islamabad 
said support for the Afgharj government has 
plummeted among the country's intelligent- 
sia since the Soviet invasion in December 
1979. 

They estimate that the number of upper 
echelon civilian and military personnel loyal 
to the Kabul government has shrunk from 
60,000 in December 1979 to 15.000 at pres-

Gemayel presided over an emergency ses- 
sion of the 1 0-member cabinet that was con- 
vened to assess the Lebanese -president’s 
talks in Washington, Paris, Rome and the 
Vatican. He returned to Beirut Friday from a 
six-day trip to the countries that contributed 
to the 4, 000-man peacekeeping force that is 
helping to re -establish state authority in 
Lebanon amid press reports that a plan for a 
partial withdrawal of Israeli and Palestinian 
forces had been worked out during the trip. 
But there was no official comment on the 


The state television, meanwhile, referred 
to reports of a partial withdrawal plan to be 
completed before Nov. 22. Lebanon's Inde- 
pendence Day. 

The television report said the plan would 
enable the Lebanese Aimy to deploy in an 
area stretching from the D amour River, just 
south of Beirut, to the Dog river. 1 2 kilomet- 
ers north of the capital, in some parts of the 
Sbouf Mountains to the southeast, and in the 
Christian-populated Metn area. 


AI -Nahar said a timetable for a complete 
withdrawal of Syrian and Israeli troops from 
Lebanon's eastern Bekaa* Valley and the 
northern provinces of Tripoli and Akkar 
would be worked out in later negotiations. 
Syria still retains a 35,000-man force in east- 
ern and northern Lebanon. It has refused to 
make its own pullout conditional on an Israeli 
withdrawal.

“1 wished at the start of my presidential 
term to convey the worries and hopes of 
Lebanon to the world and try to give an accu- 
rate portrayal of our case," Gemayel said.

Jor- 
dan and Syria are expected to be included in 
his itinerary. He has already received a spe- 
cial invitation from King Hussein to visit Jor- 
dan. 

In his televised speech, the president also 
vowed to retain Lebanon's "irrevocable, 
independent Arab role within its geographi- 
cal context," reiterating his earlier pleuges 
strengthen Lebanon’s ties with the Arab 
world. During his trip, Gemayel emphasized 
his determination to secure a withdrawal of V 1 
all foreign forces from Lebanon and 
requested the expansion of the multinational 
force to 30.000 in order to support the 
Lebanese Army’s role in asserting its influ- 
ence all over the country. 

The independent newspaper An -Nahar, 
whose publisher Ghassan Tueni served as an 
adviser to Gemayel during his trip, said the 
initial plans envisaged a partial withdrawal of 
Israeli troops 1 5 kilometers from the interna- 
tional highway that links Beirut with the 
Syrian capital of Damascus in exchange for a 
total withdrawal of commando forces from

Research projects aim at 
solving water problems

JEDDAH. Oct. 23 — The Hydrology and 
Water Resources Management Department 
of the Faculty of Meteorology and Environ- 
mental Studies at the King Abdul Aziz Uni- 
versity here is working on five major research 
projects for solving some of the water prob- 
lems in the Kingdom, according to Head of 
the Department Dr. Muhammad Garnil

Dr. Razzak told Arab News that the gov- 
ernment is attaching great importance to 
water resources in the Kingdom and KAU is 
one of the very few universities in the world 
“which offers not only a graduate program 
but also an undergraduate program as well as 
technical program for die education of 
specialists, professionals and technicians in 
the field of hydrology and water resources 
management.” 

Emphasizing the importance of study on 
water resources. Razzak said education prog- 
ram for this was traditionally offered by the 
civil pnoineerine department at a graduate 
level.

cedented growth of the Kingdom's popula- 
tion, the need for better management of 
water resources has become crucial. So it was 
almost inevitable for academic institutions to 
offer more comprehensive, interdisciplinary 
education program for the purpose. 

The need for such a comprehensive educa- 
tion program is particularly pronounced in 
the arid and semi-arid regions such as Saudi 
Arabia, where scarcity of water resources 
may hinder economic and social develop- 
ment So. his department offers an appropri- 
ate educational program and also carries out 
research studies for solving the water prob- 
lems in the Kingdom. 

The department, set up four years ago. is 
involved in five different research projects in 
the Kingdom. One of them include “a daily 
simulation model for Jeddah Water distribu- 
tion system”. Dr. Razzak said. 

The objective of the study is to develop a 
digital daily simulation model of the Jeddah 
water distribution system; and to analyze 
hourly variations of flows, pressures, reser- 
vior levels and pumping schedules under dif- 
ferent conditions of loading throughout the 
day. It is expected that the simulations will 
help to solve the current operation problems 
and will guide the future expanlsion plans of 
the system. “This is also expected to be • 
extended to Makkah, Mad in ah and Taif.” he 
added. 

Another project involves ground water 
evaluation of Wadi Naaman lying between 
Makkah and Taif by using a finite difference 
computer model. The model win simulate the 
hydrologic [behavior of the ground water 
under various man-imposed conditions. 

Dr. Razzak said one more research project 
relates to the monitoring and modeling of 
hydrometeorological variables in the West- 
ern Region of the Kingdom. The project 
entails installation of rainfall, runoff measur- 
ing devices on watersheds in selected areas of 
Al-Baha.

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Cement industry viewed 
as industrial indicator 


JEDDAH, Oct. 23 (SPA) — A meeting of 
cement and building materials industries 
opened here attended by 23 lecturers and 
researchers from the U.N. International 
Development Organization (UNIDO) and 
major international manufacturers of cement 
factories and Arab engineers, technicians and 
researchers. 

The meeting, the third in a series, was 
inaugurated by Commerce Minister Dr. SoJ- 
iman A. Solaim. Discussions will center on 
difficulties and problems in the cement and 
construction material industries. A number 
of research papers will deal with technical 
cooperation between Arab countries in the 
cement industry, including quality control, 
controlling operation and other topics. 

Dr. Solaim, addressing the opening ses- 
sion, said the cement industry is an indicator 
of urban development. The Kingdom's 
cement production from Oct. 28, 1981 to 
Oct. 17, 1982 amounted to 8.5 million tons. 
The figure represents an increase of 1,478 
percent compared to 1 969, the year of found- 
ing the industry in Saudi Arabia, the minister 
said. 

By 1985, -the Kingdom's production will 
soar up to about 13 million tons when new 
factories begin operating and existing ones 
are expanded. Solaim dwelt on certain dif- 
ficulties and technical problems which 
accompanies the development of the cement 
industry. “This meeting will discuss these 
problems.'' he said. 

Numddin Al-Fawrati, chairman of the 
Arab Cement and Construction Materials 
Industry Union, also spoke at the opening 
session stressing the importance of the meet- 
ing. He reviewed items to be tackled. 

Prince Sultan ibn Muhammad ibn Saud, 
delegated board member of the Saudi Ara- 
bian Cement Company and board member of 
the Arab Cement and Consmiction Materials 
Industry Union, delivered a statement in 
which he thanked the Kingdom for hosting^ 
the meeting. He emphasized that the meeting 
brings together a large number of officials 
and interested persons of the cement 
industry at the global level.

Kingdom’s GOSI insurance 
now applies to most workers 


RIYADH. Oct. 23 1 SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
has started introducing its second phase of 
occupational risk insurance system as from 
Oct. 18. 

The system, started six months ago by the 
General Organization for Social Insurance 
(GOSI), seeks to secure regular income to all 
workers in the private and public sectors in 
the country in case of disability, retirement or 
death. 

In its second phase, some 250,000 workers 
in more than 150 industrial companies and 
institutions in Riyadh and Dammam regions 
will benefit from the system. 

The director-general of the Organization. 
Muhammad AJ Fa’iz said the system also 
applied if any accident took place while the 
worker was on his way to or from work. 

Fa'iz added the organization provided free 
medical care to laborers in case of illness or 


injury. 

He said that the social insurance system in' 
the Kingdom started in 1 973 and covered old 
age pension, non-occupational disability and 
death. 

“The system was introduced in stages and 
now covers all temporary and seasonable 
workers in government and in private establ- 
ishments with a workforce of 20 or more 
people." he added. 

“There arc 8 1 0.404 subscribers to the sys- 
tem working in 7,885 companies in the pri- 
vate sector and 168,340 others in govern- 
ment establishments." he said. 

The Kingdom's insurance system indudes 
all branches of insurance known in the world. 
Fa'iz said. 

He added that the organization invested its 
reserves in many projects to face any increase 
in its expenditures.

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Israeli jurists, scholars 


complain of war crimes 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 23 (AFP) — Israeli jur- 
ists, scholars and soldiers Friday com- 
plained of ‘’war crimes in Lebanon" and 
defended their “right to disobey orders." 

Speaking at a public forum here, retired Lt. 
Col. Dov Yermiahou accused Israeli com- 
manders of having “systematically des- 
troyed Palestinian refugee camps while 
invoking the necessities of war. Yermiahou, 
who volunteered to aid civilians, was relieved 
of duties for having criticized his superior 
officers. 

"On June 7," he said. “I observed with my 
own eyes the extremely intensive bombard- 
ments of camps in the Tyre region, without 
any military justification. On June 18." he 


continued, “Minister Yaacov Meridor, in 
cha rge of civilian populations, told us that we 
would have to chase the Palestinians to the 
north and east." 

Thus, Col. Yermiahou said, the depart- 
ment in charge of aiding civilians chased them 

from their homes. . „ 

Reserve Gunner Zvi Zores said hrs unit 

was ordered to shell southern Beirut for 12 
consecutive hours but be refused, and was, 
therefore, jailed for 10 days. 

A soldier Nameb Katz said he was sen- 
tenced to IS days for refusing to serve in 
Lebanon a second time. Tank crewman 
Mouni Meltzer said be refused to eat for a 
week, and was therefore released from the 
army for “psychological” troubles. 


Lebanese Army enters Shuf Valley 


BEIRUT, Oct. 23 (AFP) — The Lebanese 
Army Friday was gradually regaining control 
of the Shuf Valley region southeast of Beirut 
where violence broke out this week between 
Christian and Druze militias.

IRAN’S INTRANSIGENCE 

By rejecting even the principle of peaceful negotiations to settle its 
nflict with Iraq. Iran has dealt a severe blow to international. and 
Islamic attempts to brihg aBout abendteythe war. - > 

Iran's vote was ‘the only die 'cast agaib^f’a. General 'Amenably 
resolution calling for 'an end to" BostOitieVand the start of negotia- 
tions. This was done on the eve of the resumption of mediation by the' 
Organization of Islamic Conference whose team armed in Tehran 
yesterday. 

The OIC team was formed by a resolution of the Makkab Islamic 
Conference. It has made repeated visits to both capitals but without 
avail in the face of increasing Iranian intransigence and Iraqi resili- 
ence. 

Although Iran has made some impressive military advances in the 
past two years by recapturing almost all the territory that Iraq bad 
conquered in the initial stages of the war, it has faded to bring down 
the regime of Saddam Hussein or to score a decisive military victory 
to realize its political, objectives. 

Iran has continued to fight, to the detriment of both peoples, 
although Iraq has expressed many times its willingness to discuss 
terms short of the resignation or ouster of Saddam. A more reason- 
able attitude might have long put an end to all this misery and set the 
stage for peaceful talks, however long and complex that might turn 
out to be. 

On the contrary, Iran is beginning to seek the improbable and 
ignoring the possible. It -cannot defeat the Iraqis to obtain an uncon- 
ditional surrender as the Allies had wanted from Nazi Germany; 
because Iraq is too big a morsel to be swallowed with comfort. 

Iranian policy is also severely damaging its own country and people 
by pursuing the war so far and announcing an intention to invade Iraq 
as well. It cannot do this, nor will it be allowed to do so even on the 
remote assumption that it can muster enough strength to lunge deep 
into Iraq. 

It has to heed the voice of reason while it can, for the time may 
come when Iran might find itself trying too much with too little and 
losing whatever leverage it has at present. 

It must listen carefully to the OIC this time, for such attempts at 
^ mediation are not going to be made for ever.

He insists 
that he keeps meeting people who are fed up with 
his democratic opponent and the big-government 
liberalism the Kennedy* supposedly represent. By 
contrast Shamie says, he himself is a free enterprise 
success story who symbolizes the wisdom of Presi- 
dent Reagan’s brand of conservatism. Tm going to 
win,” he told Reuters. 

“If I could defeat Ted Kennedy, it would repres- 
ent a symbolic change. People would finally under- 
stand that government is the culprit.” Although 


opinion polls now predict that Shamie will get only 
about one-third of the vote in the Nov. 2 election, 
his lively, non-stop campaign jokes have captured 
attention and left the political professio nals chuckl- 
ing. 

A political novice and an inventor by trade, who 
made his fortune as perfecting a paper-thin metal 
bellows, Shamie has plastered the state with car- 
toons that play off the senator's Christian names, 
Edward Moore. One identifies the senator as 
“Edward More Taxes,” another as “Edward More 
Regulation.” The challenger has also rented planes 
to fly over the Kennedy headquarters in Boston, 
carrying tafl-streamers with messages from “Ray” 
to “Ted” on Jbe stare of . Kennedy.-

Shamie lampdbhS -ahd' instead concentrates his 
political attacks oh President Reagan’s policies. 

The wackiest Shamie stunt to date, however, has 
achieved its goal: He offered a $10,000 reward to 
anyone who could persuade the senator to debate 
with him. The Kennedy camp itself finally grabbed 
the reward. They agreed to a debate, scheduled for 
Sunday provided Shamie paid the reward money to 
a school for handicapped children and accepted 
Kennedy's debating terms.

Saudi Arabian press review 


A Saudi newspaper Saturday 
urged Iraq and Iran to put an 
immediate and unconditional end 
to the two-year-old war in 
response to the Islamic world’s 
unanimous call for understanding 
between the two countries. 

Al -MatBnah said the Islamic 
Conciliation Committee's fresh 
bid to resolve the conflict would 
be meaningless if the two coun- 
tries insisted on their earlier stand. 
The paper hailed King Fahd's 
"tireless efforts to save the Islamic 
world from more casualties and 
destruction as a result of this war.” 
It also commended efforts made 
by the committee to resolve the 
conflict peacefully. 

The paper said “the committee 
did not seek to force its views or 
adopt one point of view at the 
expense of the other. On the con- 
trary, the committee is trying to 
narrow the gap between Iranian 
and Iraqi views and stop the' 
bloodshed." 

Okaz said: '* While hopes are 
attached to the new bid being 
made by the committee to resolve 
the conflict and ensure security 
and stability in the region, reg- 
ional and international denuncia- 
tion of the Iranian regime’s con- 
tinued massacres of Iranian and 
Iraqi peoples persists. Moreover, 
the Iranian regime has ■ been 
resorting to massacres so as to 
achieve personal aims and to con- 
ceal rifts and setbacks inside 
iran.” 

The paper said the two-year-old 


war_ not only endangered the 
two countries but also threatened 
the Gulf region’s security and sta- 
bility. It urged the Iranian regime 
to “be fully aware of the Islamic 
world's public opinion which no 
longer approves of the Iranian 
military adventure.” 

Al-Bilad 'commended the 
Kingdom’s Islamic and Arab role 
to "stop bloodshed between Iran 
and Iraq. “This role emanates 
from the Kingdom's keenness to 
preserve peace and stability in the 
region and spare the Islamic 
nation more losses in men and 
equipment,” it said. 

Al • Jaxjrah said the Arab world 
and the international community 
were following with “deep con- 
cern and anxiety" the outcome of 
an Arab League committee meet- 
ing with U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan. "The outcome will 
decide the future of international 
efforts to achieve a just and lasting 
settlement for the Middle East 
problem," it said. 

The paper said Washington had 
“an upper hand in realizing a 
peaceful settlement, since the U.S. 
is the only international power 
which enjoys a political, economic 
and military influence on Israel.” 
The committee, set up during the 
12th Arab summit held in Fez last 
month was delegated to initiate 
contacts with the U.S. and the 
other four permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council on a 
unified Arab plan to resolve the 
Middle East conflict.

BELFAST — 

The success of Sinn Fein, the political wing of the 
provisional Irish Republican Army (IRA), in win- 
ning five of 78 seats in elections to a new Northern 
Ireland assembly, is a severe setback for British 
policy in Ireland, according to observers. 

All British and Irish commentators judge that the 
biggest loser is Jim Prior, the secretary of state for 
Northern Ireland, and most British newspapers 
bold that his political future does not now look 
good. Prior was the architect of the program for 
so-called progressive devolution of powers to 
Northern Ireland. Under the plan, the -78 assembly 
members elected Wednesday would resume, step 
by step, control of the affairs of the province which 
has been administered directly from London since 
1 972 in response to the worsening sectarian ten- 
sion. 

Even before this week's election, most of the 


Northern Ireland political parties were opposed 'to 
Prior’s plan, and the government of Republican 
Eire (Southern Ireland) was irritated at not being 
consulted. A sizable portion of the British Conser- 
vative Party was convinced that the plan would lead 
nowhere. 

But Prior, appointed by Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher a year ago after 1 0 ERA hanger strikers 
had died in four months, held firm to the need for a 
political initiative. On television Friday night he 
reaffirmed that the assembly must push ahead with 
its work. His opponents are rejoicing that his initia- 
tive. intended to bring peace and stability to a pro- 
vince where more than 2,000 persons have been 
killed in 1 2 years of political violence, has in fact 
worsened the situation. 

Because of the deep division between the Protes- 
tant loyalist majority and the Catholic minority, 
many of whom have Republican. sympathies, Ulster 
is the only area of Britain where elections are based 
on a form of proportional representation instead of 


a straight majority system. The unexpected election 
of five of the 12 Sinn Fein candidates, who took 35 
percent of the Catholic nationalist vote, and some 
10 percent of the votes cast, means that the Repub- 
lican movement can present itself as a legitimate 
and credible political force. 

Sum Fein, which is Gaelic for“ourselves alone”, 
backs die IRA’s armed struggle and seeks Britain’s 
withdrawal from Ulster so that the two parts of 
Ireland can be reunited. Sinn Fein representatives,' 
who have long been ignored by the British 
authorities and media, will now be able to claim 
involvement in any attempt to solve the province’s, 
problems. 

This wifi cause problems for London, and for the 
Irish government in Dublin, which will have to 
reconsider their policies. It is also likely to harden 
Protestant unionist opinion. After the results were 
announced,- the majority Protestant leaders, with- 
tbe Rev. Ian Paisley taking the lead, refused to 
appear on television alongside elected Sinn Fein 


Jayewardene poised to stabilize party

COLOMBO — 

President Junius Jayewardene of Sri Lanka, fresh 
from his re-election victory , is likely to call a general 
election before the country's economic troubles 
erode his present popularity, according to dip- 
lomats. 

Although the 76-year-old leader received public 
endorsement in this week's presidential election for 
his liberal, growth-oriented economic policies, the 
cost of living is now rising faster than wages. The 
economy could also suffer in the next year because 
of mounting government expenditure, especially on 
big irrigation and power projects, economists said. 

Jayewardene called the presidential poll 16 
months early and was elected to a new six-year term 
with 52.9 percent of the vote, the highest achieved 
by his United National Party in its 35-year history. 
The next parliamentary election is not due until July 
next year, but Jayewardene would probably calcu- 
late that, as with the presidential election, his party 
stood its best chance if it were held now, diplomats 
said. 

At a victory press conference, Jayewardene did 
not rule out the possibility of an early election. He 
said he would decide a date after a postmortem on 
the presidential election had been completed, bui 
did not say how long this would lake. The president, 
turning this week's poll into a referendum on his 

performance, had offered voters a clear-cut choice 
between the existing free market economy and the 
Socialist system advocated by his opponents. 

He was helped back into power by the 
beneficiaries of his economic policies — traders, 
entrepreneurs, construction workers, skilled 


wage-earners and farmers. “Voters have most 
appreciated the sense of freedom, not only political 
but democratic ... the freedom to do a job, buy, live 
and eat freely,” he said. 

In a reflection of the current mood, the two Marx- 
ist candidates lost their deposits. The only serious 
challenge to Jayewardene came from Hector Kob- 
bekaduwa of the Sri Lanka Freedom Party (SLFP), 
which sought to turn the country back into a welfare 
state. 

The SLFP. routed by Jayewardeoe’s United 
National Party in general elections in 1977, 
increased its share of the vote from nearly 30 per- 
cent to just over 39 percent. Jayewardene said his 
victory gave him the mandate to cany on the 
policies his government initiated five years ago. 

But he is also likely to make a major effort to 
overhaul his party by purging it of members accused 
of corruption. Opposition allegations of corruption 
in the ruling party and government was a live issue 
during the campaign and Jayewardene admitted 
that changes were necessary. 

Another important presidential concern will be 
to maintain order. Jayewardene declared a state of 

emergency- and called out troops to prevent a 
worsening of the minor violence which occurred 
during Wednesday's, polling. But he said Friday the 
country was now peaceful and the emergency would 
be lifted in the next few days. A special session of Sri 
Lanka's parliament has been summoned next 
Thursday to explain why the state of emergency was 
declared. Officials said that under the constitution 
parliament has to be informed within 10 days of the 
declaration of a state of emergency. 

Twice in the past two years, the government has 
resorted to emergency powers to suppress clashes 


between the majority Sinhalese and minority ethnic 
groups. The northern Peninsula of Jaffna, where 
most of Sri Lanka' s IB ratiliontamils live, was the 
only region where Jayewardene failed to secure a 
majority. 

Tamil organizations are demanding an indepen- 
dent state and more than 30 members of the sec- 
urity forces have been killed in attacks by political 
extremists in Jaffna in the past four years. 

Jayewardene said he would continue talks with 
tihe Tamil United liberation Front (TULF) on its 
grievances about discrimination in jobs and use of 
the Tamil language. But be added that he had no 
new plans for dealing with the Tamil problem. The 
front has said it is unwilling to give up its demand for 
an independent Tamil state, but has agreed to sup- 
port moves by Jayewardene to give more powers to. 
the region. (R)

‘ Nice guy’ Reagan 
losing his image

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WASHINGTON 0-OS) — President 
' Reagan’s "nice guy’ image is beginning to 

^ dip. Instead of brushing off the cares of office 
iJ and the shouts of hecklers with that familiar 
smile and shrug, he has become tetchy and 

most uij presidential. 

At a meeting with Republican congres- 
sional candidates at the 'White House 
recently the president bellowed “shut up 1 ' to 
a candidate who disagreed with the Reagan 
tax policy. While voice-testing his weekly- 
radio broadcast Reagan called the Polish 
military government a “bunch of lousy 
bums’' and ou the stump in Ohio be asserted 
that America’s anti-nuclear weapons move- 
ment was being manipulated by “some who 
want the weakening of America." In other 
words. Commies — although the president 
hastened to say he didn’t think any of the 
subversives were Americans. 

White House aides were most disturbed by 
the last remark. The presidential pollster. 
Dick Wirthlin, had warned the White House 
last spring not to “red bait” the American 
peace movement; such a tactic would 
rebound, he said, because the charge 
wouldn't stick, and the peace movement 
would get more out of it than the administra- 
tion. So far that seems to have been the case. 

The president was not the only one calling 
up the ghost of Joe McCarthy against the 
peace movement. Another who cried was the 
volatile Republican senator from Alabama, 
Jeremiah Denton, and. surprisingly, the 
Washington Post. 

Denton’s remarks were typical for the 
ex-Vietnam prisoner-of-war. Denton 
declared, on the Senate floor, that an organ- 
ization called Peace Links, run by Betty 
Bumpers, the wife of the Democratic senator 
from Arkansas, was being advised by four 
organizations that were “either Soviet Con- 
trolled or openly sympathetic with Commun- 
ist foreign policy objectives." 

Next day the Washington Post, seen by 
some Americans as too liberal to touch, pre- 
dictably rapped the president for impugning 
the patriotism of the hundreds of thousands 
of Americans now in the peace movement, 
and it joined in a storm of protest over 
Denton's remarks. The Post pointed out that 
several senators' wives are active in Peace 
Links and that their husbands denied any 
implication that their wives were traitors or 
dupes. 

But the Post did not stop there. The news- 
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paper went on to warn that one of the groups 
advising Peace Links, the Women’s Interna- 
tional League for Peace and Freedom, was a 
“Soviet front’* and another American 
women’s peace group. Women Strike for 
Peace, had connections with a “second 
front." the Women’s International Democra- 
tic Federation. “ Why." asked the Post, “ does 
Peace Links abide the taint that even the 
slightest connection to a Soviet stooge group 
imparts?" 

The Pnsf f s remarks created another storm 
of protestfrom the women’s groups and, two 
days later, the newspaper backed down. 
“After further inquiry.” it admitted, “we now 
believe that the available public record does 
not support our calling the WILPF a Soviet 
front, and we apologize for having done so. 
The question arose in connection with the 
advisory role being played by WILPF and by 
Women Strike for Peace in a new organiza- 
tion called Peace Links. And our apology 
extends to those groups as well. We do not 
mean to suggest that any of the groups advis- 
ing Peace Links is a Soviet stooge.” 

The fact is. as the Post pointed out second 
time around, that officials and members of 
both WILPF and Women Strike for Peace 
have been to meetings of well-known 
Soviet-dominated groups such as the World 
Peace Council, based in Helsinki, and the 
Women’s International Democratic Federa- 
tion. 

Undoubtedly some members of the 
American groups are not as forcefully anti- 
Soviet as their critics; WILPF never made a 
strong condemnation of the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan, for example, but stooges they 
are not. WILPF was founded in 1915 when 
more than 1 ,000 women from 1 2 countries 
met in the Hague to seek ways of ending 
World War I. 

The first president was an American. 
Now the membership in the United States is 
over 1 5,000 in more than 1 00 branches. The 
funds come from membership subscriptions 
and some large donations from wealthy lib- 
eral Americans. Women Strike for Peace was 
founded in Washington in 1 961 with the aim 
of opposing the nuclear arms race and atomic 
weapons tests. It went on to be a major oppo- 
nent of the Vietnam war. 

What is perhaps more significant is that the 
relatively unknown, and much younger, 
movement known as Peace Links (funded by, 
among others, the Rockefeller family fund) 
was mentioned no less than six times in four 
days in r^o editorials in one of the country’s 
leading newspapers.

Islam is a universal religion without any 
distinction of race, color or continent. It is 
the religion of Arabs, Americans. Asians 
and Europeans alike. Its followers are 
spread over the six continents. 

Islam has a glorious past. It spread light in 
the Dark Ages, enlightened the East and 
awakened the West Muslims revived the 
dwindling stream of knowledge by translat- 
ing the old Latin.

Madayan, Isfahan, 
Alexandria, Tripoli and Cyprus falling to 
the new Muslim empire. 

Soon Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco were 
conquered. After reaching the Atlantic 
shores in the West Muslims turned toward 
the North. Tariq bin Ziad. the great general, 
crossed the African waters and landed on 
European soil. The large Spanish army was 
□o match to his courage. Soon we see the 
Muslim forces sweeping on to the Pyrenees, 
□ay. crossing into the territory of Franks. If 
Charles Martel had not stopped them at 
Poitiers in 1 14 AH (732 A.D.) Oxford and 
Cambridge would have been great Islamic 
universities teaching in the Arabic medium. 

On the eastern flank they occupied 
Transoxiana and the territory up to the 
Indus River. Mahmood Gbaznavi and Sel- 
jukes completed the conquest of northern 
India. It was from the Seljuke tribe that 
after a couple of centuries, the mighty 
Ottomans arose who ruled for about five 
centuries and carved out the largest empire 
ever known to world history. 

But with the discovery of new sea routes 


by Columbus and Vasco De Gama began 
the European colonialism in Muslim lands. 
They entered the territory as traders but 
shortly became the rulers in many Muslim 
countries. 

Luxury is the first sign of national decay.

Transylvania and Hungary feD to 
Austria in 1 1 1 1 AH (1699 AJX). In 1246 
AH (1830 A.D.) Greece became indepen- 
dent.

Serbia and Montenegro were lost 
to Turks. The same year Bosnia was lost. 
The Balkan wars of 1330 AH (1912 AD.) 
and later World War I shattered the Otto- 
man Caliphate which was established in the 
beginning of eighth century Hijrah. 

The British occupied Aden in 1255 AH 
(1839 A.D.), Egypt in 1299 AH (1882 
A.D.) and Sudan in 1316 AH (1898 A.D.). 
The French occupied Algeria in 1216 AH 
(1845 A.D.), Tunisia in 1298 AH (1881 
A.D.) and established “protection” over 
Morocco in 1330 AH (1912 AD.). Italy, 
the latecomer in the race, occupied 
Tripolitania (Libya) in 1329 AH (1911 
A.D.) and later a part of Somalia. Most of 
the Muslim lands stretching from Indonesia 
to Morocco were colonized by the Euro- 
■ pean masters. 

But within a few decades history took 
another turn. The colonial powers could not 
withstand the resistance and turmoil in 
ruled territories. Within the next three 
decades most of the Muslim countries were 
freed between 1945 and 3975 from the 
imperialistic clutches. 

This is the long story of struggle of our 
Islamic Ummah.

Why not a Nobel Peace Prize for Sharon:

The last minute hitch in the interview was 
something I was hardly prepared for. It was 
quite unexpected too. for. my appointment 
with President Reagan was fixed some two 
months in advance. 1 was in high spirits 
when I entered the Oval Office. But no 
sooner had I stepped into the reception 
room than I sensed that something has gone 
terribly amiss. What greeted me at the 
reception desk was a poll pallbearer’s sil- 
ence — heavy and oppressive. 

To the sad-faced girl manning the recep- 
tion desk. I introduced myself and told her. 
very briefly, of the purpose of my arrival all 
the way from the Far East. 

“But I am very sorry," she began slowly 
but carefully. “The president has canceled 
all his appointments. Except that the flag is 
not flying at half-mast, the nation is in a 
state of mourning because of the great 
tragedy in Lebanon ...” She broke down 
half way. 

“Are you. madame, referring to those 56 
hours in Sabra and Shatila when Begin and 
Sharon made Nazis look like girl guides?’ 

“I have heard of Begin and Sharon. They 
are the leaders of Israel, our strategic part- 


ner. friend and ally. A nation to which our 
president has an iron-clad commitment and 
our vice president a fundamental and 
abiding relationship with. But, what on 
earth do you mean by Sabra and Shatila? 
The names sound totally strange to me. I 
was about to narrate the tragic death of one 
of our Marines in Lebanon and here you 
are, bringing in all sorts of extraneous 
issues." There was an unmistakable tone of 
righteous indignation in her voice. 

“Madame. I am very sorry. The thought 
of going back home without meeting your 
president has upst me so much that I have 
lost all capacity for rational thinking Now I 
can see citings in their proper perspective. 
Ob! wbat a terrible tragedy it was! The poor 
combat engineer was clearing explosives 
left behind by those Palestinian terrorists at 
the Beirut airport when a duster bomb sud- 
denly exploded and claimed a precious life 
in its prime of youth. Now. for God’s sake, 
tell me something about the conditions of 
those three injured Marines. I am dying to 
bear that they are out of danger.” 

AH of a sudden the expression on her face 
changed into one of unbelievable friendli- 
ness. I was not going to let this golden 
opportunity to slip by. So, affecting as much 


pathos as possible in my voice. I suggested: 
“Suppose. I meet the president only to 
convey my deep condolence on the great 
tragedy that has befallen the great Ameri- 
can nation.!” 

This clinched the issue and within no time 
I was ushered into the office of the presi- 
dent. But what awaited me was not the smil- 
ing face that you often see in the morning 
newspapers and on television. Reagan was a 
pale ghost of his old jovial self. To cell the 
truht,he was grief on two legs. The 
bereaved president rose from his seat to 
receive me with tearful eyes and with a face 
that wore the expression of a man leading 
an invisible funeral procession. 

Trying my level best to get into a mood 
that was appropriate to the occasion, I 
introduced myself and said: "President, I 
have given up the idea of an interview with 
you. I know this is no time for interviews. 
Now is the time to mourn the brave Marines 
killed and injured ...” 

“Yes, it is a great tragedy,” the president 
cut me off immediately. “We are terribly 
sorry about it.” 

“So am L” Now it was my turn to inter- 
rupt him: “It is a tragedy too deep for 
words. In fact, the greatest tragedy to hit 



your oountiy after the assassination of Pres- 
ident Kennedy.” 

“You have struck the right note to a 
meeting with a bereaved American presi- 
dent." be continued with evident satisfac- 
tion. “And I should think it is only because 
you are a human rights activist like me." 

“I am a human rights campainger in'rny 
own humble way. But, how can I . in all 
honesty, claim a concern for and commit- 
ment to human rights that is equal to yours? 
You are the greatest human rights crusader 
the world has ever seen.” 

“May be. 1 don’t know. AU 1 know is that 
human rights’ is the one great passion in my 
life. Don't believe all those women’s 
magazines which say it is Nancy. And right 
from my childhood. Perhaps, you wil] be 
surprised to know that I used to feel very 
much concerned whenever there was any 
human rights violation or abuse, as part of 
the script, in a movie 1 was acting in or 
watching. It is the same passion which gives 
me so many sleepless nights over the fate of 
Afghan refugees, the workers in Poland and 
the victims of guerrillas in El Salvador."

Then there was the provocation 
provided by some leftist militia men in the 
Muslim sector. Did I not also tell my audi- 
ence that the interests of U.S. and Israel are 
identical in Lebanon in the sense that 
Israel also wants a united Lebanon under a 
strong central authority?’ There was a glint 
of pride in his eyes as he uttered these words 
— the pride one notices in a father as he 
speaks of a son who has done brilliantly well 
in his annual examination. 

“What about the few killings in the Pales- 
tinian refugee camps?” 

“Ah, it was all the mistake of those 
trigger-happy Christians who had old scores 
to settle with Muslims. How can we blame 
Israel for others’ misdeeds? Actually, our 
Information is that Begin and Sharon sent 
them to the refugee camps, in good faith, to 
convey Eid greetings to the refugees on 
their behalf and on behalf of their country. 
Probably with some new clothes."

United Nations credibility takes severe drubbing

UNITED NATIONS (Depthnews) — The 
United Nations’ image has taken a severe 
beating this year. 

The U.S. Britain and Argentina short- 
circuited UN. peace initiatives in their contest 
for the Falklands Islands in March; Iran and 
Iraq have ignored repeated Security Council 
calls for an end to their Gulf war; and after 
brushing aside demands for a ceasefire in 
Lebanon, Israeli forces drove their tanks 
through a lightly-armed U.N. peacekeeping 
garrison on their way to Beirut in June. 

“We are perilously near to a new interna- 
tional anarchy,” warned U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar in his first 
annual report. He called on the five perma- 
nent members of the Security Council to 
devise some way of stopping the rat- 
io a statement carefully designed to chal- 
lenge the initiative of the ongoing 37th 
a nnual session of the General Assembly 
(Sept. 2 1 -Dec. 1 7), the 62-year-old Peruvian 
diplomat shrugged off the mantle of “quiet 
diplomacy” so carefully cultivated by his pre- 
decessor, Kurt Waldheim. He suggested that 
the time bad come to bring both the U.N. 
Char ter and the office of the secretary-

general out of the closet. 

“ Negotiations and the resolution of urgent 
problems require a different approach,” he 
said. “Debate without effective action erodes 
the credibility of the organization —It is insuf- 
ficient to indulge in a course of action that 
merely tends to strengthen extreme posi- 
tions.” 

He said the U.N. had been relegated to the 
sidelines of an ' “ al arm ing succession of inter- 
national crises” and warned that unless the 
trend is reversed, the world could find itself 
on the brink of catastrophe without institu- 
tions effective enough to prevent it. 

Perez de Cuellar suggested that the 156- 
member states, particularly the Security 
Council members, should consider beefing 
up the organization’s peace-keeping forces as 
an immediate deterrent to war. He also sug- 
gested this could be done by strengthening 
their military capacity and authority — an 
idea which be knows could raise serious polit- 
ical objections. He said the Security Council 
might also consider backing its peacekeepers 
with explicit guarantees of individual or col- 
lective support, a move which might have 
given Israeli tank commanders reason to 
pause at the UH.’s checkpoint to Lebanon in 
June. 


He said the world of 1982 was vastly dif- 
ferent to the world of 1 945 when the UJN. 
was regarded as “the highest common 
denominator of international behavior." “ As 
a result, today's problems demanded new 
approaches.” Perez de CneOar noted there 
was a tendency on the part of member gov- 
ernments to act as though the passage of a 
resolution absolved them from further 
responsibility for the issue in question, while 
nothing could be further from the intention of 
the U.N. charter. 

“In fact resolutions, particularly those 
unanimously adopted by the Security Coun- 
,cfl. should serve as a springboard for govern- 
mental support and determination and 
should motivate their policies outride the. 
United Nations," he said. “This is the essence 
of the treaty obligation which the charter 
imposes on member states. In other words, 
the best resolution in the world will have little 
practical effect unless governments of 
member states follow it up with the appropri- 
ate support and action.” 

Perez de Cuellar observed that his dip- 
lomatic potential was in itself quite limited. 
However, in Article 99 of the darter, be has 


the capacity to / play a more obvious role in 
brin ging pot en tially danger ous situations tn 
the council’s notice. Competent observers 
believe this role will make it more difficult for 
a country like Russia to keep the Afghanistan 
"invasion” or the military takeover in 
Poland, off the books simply by the threat of 
veto. 

Under Article, 99, “The secretary-general 
may bring to the attention of the Security 
Council any matter which in his opinion may 
threaten the maintenance of international 
peace and security." And Perez de Cue Bar 
announced he intends to expand that preven- 
tive role by developing a more systematic 
capacity to in ject U JN. observer missions into 
areas of potential conflict. 

This is an idea which raises tl. . interesting 
prospect of military or civilian experts from 
countries outside the immediate Security 
Council circle of 15 nations, being sent to. 
investigate, report and perhaps directly influ- 
ence the course of world peace and security.', 
As some observers said, it is an option which 
might bring a more universal dimension or 
collective sense of responsiblity to bear on 
the U-N.’s 156 members.

Drought haunts

HARARE (R) — A drought regarded by 
meteorologists as one cf the worst climatic 
disasters in the region's history is cutting a 
swathe of destruction through Zimbabwe, 
Bostswana, Mozambique and South Africa. 

Cattle are dying, dam levels are falling, 
crops are wilting and grazing land is bone-dry 
in 'many parts of Southern Africa. Some far- 
mers have been hit by drought twice in the 
last three years and in many areas no rain has 
fallen for five months. Haunted by the spec- 
ter of prolonged drought, thousands of Zim- 
babwean villagers and townsfolk gathered 
recently in the stricken southern province of 
Matabeldand to pray for rain. 

Black Zimbabweans believe such disasters 
axe caused when they anger the spirits of their 
ancestors, and the spirits must be appeased 
by ritual before rain will fall. The ceremony 
• was held in the Matopo area believed to be 
home of the ancestral spirits of the Ndebele 
tribe. 

Relief officials in Zimbabwe say two mil- 
lion people, mainly children, are facing star- 
vation and 500,000 cattle are threatened. 
The worst affected are the two ^provinces of 
Matabeleland and Masvingo. Cattle are 
dying the rate, of 22 a day. mainly in 
hfciabeleland, the country’s main ranching 
area, according to official figures.

The United Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization is now working with the gov- 
ernment Natural Disasters Commission to 
establish an early warning system. 

Botswana, which has a large desert area, 
has appealed for international aid to ease the 
effects of drought and save its lucrative cattle!

Like “books falling off foe shelf,” 27 per- 
sonalities have emerged in a 30-year-old man 
found dazed and \ indexing in a shopping 
mall last February. 

Called Eric at first and now known as 
Claries, foe Texas native was picked up by 
ambulance workers who first thought he was 
retarded because of his odd behavior. 

Since then, Eric has entered an uneasy 
agreement among his eight strong per- 
sonalities and assorted fragmented per- 
sonalities, Malcolm Graham, assistant direc- 
tor of foe Daytona Beach Human Resources 
Center, said last week.

Big 2 paralyzing U.N., Peking says 


PEKING, Oct. 23 (AFP) — Communist 
China attacked the two superpowers of para- 
lyzing United Nations actions, to protect 
their own interests. The superpowers were 
“always trying to place themselves above the 
United Nations, not heeding the opinions of 
other member nations or respecting the deci- 
sions made by the United Nations,” the Peo - 
pie Daily commented. 

“These actions have proved that the two' 


superpowers are impeding all rulings on 
questions such as those of Cambodia, 
Afghanistan, Lebanon and the Mideast, of 
which they are at the origin”, the Communist 
Party paper added. 


Fifty nations drafted the charter.at a con- 
ference in San Francisco from April 25 to 
June 25. 1945. and on the last day they all 
signed h. 

■ But, by its own terms, the charter was to 
take effect only when it had been ratified by 
China, France, the Soviet Union, Britain and 
the United States and by a majority of the 
other signers, in papers called instruments^ 
ratification deposited with the U.S. govern- 
ment. 

The charter was actually brought in to force 
by Poland, the Soviet Union, Byelorussia and 
the Ukraine. The last two, by big-power 
agreement, enjoy separate U.N. membership 
even though both are part of the Soviet 
Union. 


The role of the United Nations could only 
be strengthened if the organization suc- 
ceeded in "liberating itself from the yoke and 
influence of certain powers*’, the paper said. 


When those four handed in their instru- 
ments of ratification on Oct. 24*,wl>945, the 
charter went into effect and the United 
Nations came into being with 51 members.

TOKYO. Oct. 23 (R) — Leaders of 
Japan's ruling Libera! Democratic Party 
(LDP) Saturday failed to agree on a new 
party president, wbo traditionally becomes 
prime minister, and four candidates began 
campaigning for support in a primary election 
by the one million party members. 

Political sources said the failure to reach an 
agreement on a new president, after 12 
hours of meetings, would prolong the suc- 
cession crisis for at least a month. The crisis 
began when Prime Minister Zcnko Suzuki 
announced his decision to resign the presi- 
dency on Oct. 12. 

The four candidates are Yasuhirn 
Nakasone. 64. director general of the 
administrative management agency which is 
trying to streamline the county's govern- 
ment. Shintaro Abe. 58. of the international 
trade and industry ministry. Ichiro 
Nakagawa, 57. the science and technology 
agency director, and Toshio Komoto. ’71. 
director general of Japan's economic plan- 
ning agency. 

Primary polling by mail takes one month, 
with ballots to be accepted until Nov. 23 and 
counted the next day. The candidate with the 
lowest poll is eliminated and LDP Diet (par- 
liament) members will vote to deride the 
-ptfiSiden cy.

Soviet spymaster defects 


LONDON. OcL 23 <AP) — A Soviel 
diplomat reported by the British govern- 
ment to have defected to the West is one of 
Moscow's top spymasters. The Daily Mail 
reported Saturday. 

The paper said the defection of Vladimir 
Kuzichkin. a diplomat at the Soviet 
Embassy inTchran. was the West’ s“biggest 
, spy coup for more than 10 years." The gov- 
ernment refused comment. 

News of the defection was announced 
Friday by a British Home Office spokesman 
! who said the diplomat had arrived in Britain 
"in the last few days” and been granted 
permission to stay. 

The Daily Mail reported: "One of Rus- 
sia's top spymasters has fled from the KGB 
to England." and quoted a British intellig- 
ence officer as saying Kuzichkin was “ top of 
his class in the KGB." 

The newspaper reported excitement in 
British government circles over the defec- 
tion. adding: " His importance to the West is 
underlined by the fact that American intel- 


ligence officers have come to London to 
question him after be has been debriefed by 
British intelligence.'' 

Xt said Kuzichkin had brought with him to 
Britain “ a vast dossier on the Soviet espion- 
age network in Western Europe and the 
near East — agents, sub-agents, code sys- 
tems apd all. “ He is now at a “safe house" in 
Sussex (south of London) where he is reve- 
aling his secrets in long sessions with British 
officers." 

The Guardian newspaper said the dip- 
lomat was in hiding near London after 
interrogadon by Britain's secret intellig- 
ence service. 

The Guardian said Kuzichkin job in 
Tehran was “said to have been the mainte- 
nance of relations with Iran's Tudeh Com- 
munist Party.” 

The Daily Express said Kuzichkin had 
"detailed knowledge of his country's spy 
network in the Middle East" and British 
intelligence officers were “elated at their 
coup.” 


Bali Declaration on nature adopted 


JAKARTA. Oct. 23 (AFP) — The world 
congress of national parks held in Bali has 
ended with adoption of the “Bali Declara- 
tion" urging that all possible measures be 
taken to safeguard the planet's remaining 
natural resources. 

The declaration and 18 recommend a dons 
for the conservation of nature were adopted 
Friday in a plenary session chaired by Kenton 
Miller, director general of the International 
Union for the Conservation of Nature 
(IUCN). 

“The earth is believed to be the only place 
in the universe capable of sustaining life, but 
its fauna and flora are partially destroyed, its 
ecological balance is deteriorating and 
nature’s ‘vital force’ is rapidly ebbing." the 
declaration said. 


It put the blame on the population explo- 
sion. man's inconciderate exploitation of 
natural resources, pollution, careless 
economic development and the failure to 
establish an appropriate world economic 
order 

The 450 experts from 68 countries who 
attended the 10-day congress, held every 10 
years, also proposed a six-point program to 
promote the protection of natural resources. 

The six points are: Boosting global and reg- 
ional cooperation, development of park 
management, adoption of laws to protect 
nature, use of current scientific knowledge 
for greater efficiency in the preservation of 
protected zones, consideration of economic, 
cultural and political factors in conservation 
projects. 


Lethal gas leaked 
at U.S. Army depot 

RICHMOND. Kentucky. Oct. 23 (AF) 
— Sensing devices registered a small leak- 
age of a potentially deadly nerve gas at a 
(J.S. Army depot here earlier this week, a 
depot spokesman said Friday. But he said it 
was possible the sensors bad malfunctioned 
and no leak had occurred. •- 

No trace of the gas remains at the post, 
and apparently no one was endangered by 
the substance, according o Bash Cole, 
public information officer for the Blue 
Grass Army Depot. However the death of a 
cow on the post was being investigated to 
determine whether it was related. 

Between 200 and 300 persons were 
evacuated from the post briefly as a pre- 
cautionary measure on Thursday as soon as 
test results showed that the sensors had 
indicated the readings of gas on Monday. 

The gas. which the army calls GB. attacks 
the nervous system and is one of the most 
potent gases in the U.S. Army arsenal. It is 
stored in bunkers on the post. 

Cole said tests on material gathered in the 
sensing devices or bubblers showed that on 
Monday they picked up a reading of 
“.000172’' of GB. He said the surgeon gen- 
eral has said that .0001 is a maximum for 
any continuous exposure to the gas. 


BOSTON (AP) — Actress Vanessa Red- 
grave sued the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for S5 million -Friday, charging that her 
appearance with the orchestra earlier this 
year had been canceled because of her sup- 
port of the Palestine liberation Organiza- 
tion. Tile suit, filed in U.S. District Court. 
akn names two unidentified people referred 
to as John Doe and Richard Roe. whom Ms. 
Redgrave says have harassed her for her 
political beliefs and tried to ruin her career. 
The acclaimed British actress had a $31 .000 
contract to narrate Stravinsky’s opera 
“Oedipus Rex’* last April 15-17 in Boston. 
The symphony later canceled the perfor- 
mances. 

WASHINGTON (R) — Authorities in 
Miami seized $3 million in currency and S 1 0 
million worth of cocaine Friday in what fed- 
eral officials called the breakup of a major 
operation to conceal profits from drug deal- 
ing. Assistant Treasury Secretary John 
Walker said agents of the customs service and 
the treasury made the seizure as pan of a 
federal drug enforcement effort known as 
“Operation Greenback." He said agents 
arrested 11 persons connected with two 
organizations and seized an entire cocaine 
laboratory capable of producing at least 1 00 
kilograms of cocaine a week. Investigation of 
the organizations, which were estimated lobe 


“laundering” up to SI 80 million a year in 
illegal drug money, began last January. 

VICTORIA (AFP). — Seychellois Presi- 
dent France Albert Rene has warned his 
enemies that anyone trying to overthrow his 
government was heading for death. Rene, 
who himself came to power in a coup in 1 977. 
told officials of his Seychelles People's Prog- 
ressive From that the authorities knew every 
move his opponents made. “The system of 
democracy our enemies want is a system 
where a small minority crush the majority 
under their feet. If they want that type of 
democracy they win have to seek it else- 
where." he said. 

BANGKOK (AFP) — Laotian rebel lead- 
ers Saturday proclaimed what they called the 
democratic government of the kingdom of 
Laos to oppose Vietnam's military presence 
in their landlocked Southeast Asian home- 
land. A communique made available here 
said the “government” was being set up on 
Laotian territory along the lines of the new 
anti- Vietnamese coalition in neighboring 
Cambodia. The prime minister and defense 
minister is Gen. Phoumi Nosavan. a rightist 
who held several positions in royal Lao gov- 
ernments before fleeing to 'Bangkok in 1 965. 
Vietnamese- backed Pathet Lao forces 
abolished the monarchy in 1975 and set up a 
Communist government.

Instead he said the meeting, under the 
auspices of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (G ATT), should focus on 
improving techniques for settling existing 
trade disputes.

Sugar mart 
facing crisis 

LON DON.' Oct. 23 (AFP) — The sugar 
market is facing a crisis. Czarnikow says in its 
latest review. Stocks are already at record 
levels, and it seems likely that they will 
increase in 1982/83 by a further four or five 
million tons. 

There have been reports that output may 
be restricted in some areas, but other coun- 
tries have, announced expansion programs. It 
appears, therefore, that there are no immedi- 
ate prospects of an overall cut. 

Last year the European Economic Com- 
munity stockpiUed 992,000 tons of C. sugar.

"As soon as a developing country has 
developed the competitive muscle to be an 
equal partner on world markets the question 
arises whether it should continue to receive 
the same privileges as other countries whose 
need is greater.” he said. 

Gatt should recognize that in some cases it 
is necessary to erect bilateral barriers to trade 
in place of the multilateral system laid down 
in the organization's rules, he said.

KUWAIT, Oct. 23 (AP) — Kuwait was 
prepared to accept ‘compromise proposals' at 
the next ministerial meeting of OPEC to ease 
differences on production quotas and prices. 
Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa Al-Sabah 
was quoted as saying. “We are ready to 
accept a compromise, even if some sacrifices 
are involved in the short run. provided these 
are just and enforced on all (OPEC mem- 
bers)." said Al-Sabah in an interview on 
Saturday with the newspaper Al-Watan. 

The Sheikh was recently critical of some of 
OPEC member countries for increasing their 
production beyond OPEC decreed quotas 
and for outbidding other members of the car- 
tel. 

He toldA/ -Watm that the state-owned. 57 
billion Kuwait Petroleum Corporation has 
stepped up oil exploration activities in 20 
countries around the world. 

In Jakarta, meanwhile. Mining and Energy 
Minister Subroto denied Saturday that Japan 
has succeeded in pressing Indonesia into 
reducing its oil export price by 35 percent. 

In reply to a question by news reporters. 
Subroto said a news report published in the 
Asian Wall Street Journal “is not true. 
Indonesia's oil export price has not 
changed.” 

A spokesman for the state-owned Per- 
t am in a Oil Co. said Indonesia has been sel- 
ling its oil to Japan “at an average $34 per 
barrel based on a long-term contract basis." 

Subroto also denied a report by the same 
newspaper that Indonesia has suffered a loss 
of about $244 million in its oil exports to 
Japan during the first eight months of this 
year. He added, however, that the volume of 
oil exports had decreased recently because 
Indonesia reduced its oil production from 1 .6 
million barrels to 1 .3 million barrels per day. 


fGoldboom casts away South African gloom 


JOHANNESBURG. Oct. 23 (AFP) — 
South Africa has heaved a sigh of relief at 
the recent rise in the price of gold but does 
not plan to step up production this year. 

The collapse in the gold price, from $850 
an ounce early in 1 980 to $297 in June this 
year, was a severe blow to the whole 
economy here as gold output of 655 mill ion 
tons in 1981 represented 40 percent of 
exports and 10 percent of gross national 
product. 

Finance Minister Owen Horwood said in 
April that each $10 fall cost the state 200 
million rand (about $234 million). Conse- 
quently at the end of September South 
Africa obtained support from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. 

The two biggest South African raining 
igroups. Anglo-American and Gencor. have 


complained about the increased cost of 
extracting gold. They have said that 1 6 per- 
cent inflation in 1981 and a 26 percent 
increase in wages for block workers in the 
same year have caused production costs to 
rise by 10 percent this year. 

Gold is traditionally a haven for savings 
in time of trouble, but tbe price has been 
unusually weak because of the earlier 
excessive rise. low demand from the jewel- 
ery trade, and mainly because of high 
American interest rates which made the 
dollar a more attractive investment. 
Anglo-American Gold Division President 
Dennis Etheredge said last week. 

In July, gold rose with spectacular speed 

• and by September it was at nearly $500 an 

* ounce, an increase of some $200 since June. 
This was due to a fall in U.S. interest rates. 


the crisis in the South American banking 
system during the meeting of tbe Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund in Toronto, covering 
purchases by banks and resumed specula- 
tion. according to the finance week publica- 
tion here.

French reserves 
drop by $1.4b 

PARIS. Oct. 23 (AFP) — French foreign 
currency reserves totalling 10 billion francs 
($1.4 billion) left the country last month, 
largely because of operations to support the 
franc, the government has reported here. 

But the finance ministry' added that the 
country's gold reserves remained intact. Ear- 
lier this week, the government strongly 
denied foreign press reports that pressure on 
the franc would force it to seQ gold to avoid 
another devaluation. 

Government interventions to protect the 
franc last month amounted to 4.6 billion 
francs ($657 million). 

But this was still less tbaD was spent by the 
currency stabilization fund in May and June 
just before the last devaluation of the franc 
on June 1 2. and less than used in March when 
the parity of the Belgian franc was adjusted. 

The ministry said that exchange reserves at 
the end of last month, in eluding currency 
holdings and credits in the International 
Monetary Fund and the European Monetary 
System, amounted to 254 billion francs.

Bonn-Paris trade split surfaces 


BONN. Oct. 23 ( AFP) — dear disagree- 
ment on economic policy options appeared 
hers during the two-day Franco- German 
summit despite the concern of French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand and West German 
Chancellor Helmut KobS to concentrate on 
the fight against unemployment. 

German sources said that the French are 
increasingly worried about the growth of 
their trade deficit with Germany. Meanwhile, 
the Germans are particularly concerned 
about the possibility that France will enforce 
protectionist measures. 

Each country is the other's biggest supplier 
and biggest customer if Dutch gas sales to 
Germany are excluded. France’s trade defid t 
with Germany totalled nearly 23.4 billion 
francs (about S3 .3 billion) in the first. eight 
months of the year. 

Germany's industrialists fear that, conse- 
quently there will be a growth of protection- 
ism in France, thinly disguised as a "recon- 
quest of domestic markets". Already the 
German textile industry has described 
French measures announced Wednesday to 
improve controls on some imports, as “dis- 
criminatory 

According to observers, the Germans bold 
if France were to leave the European 
Monetary System (EMS), it would also raise 
border obstacles against imports which would 
hamper exporters in particular. 

In this context. West German Economy 
Minister Otto Lambsdorff, who met French 
Industry Minister Jean-Pierre Chevenement, 
External Trade Minister Michel Jobert and 
Economy Minister Jacques Delors. argued 
that French industry must become competi- 
tive, sources said. 

Lambsdorff died the success of German 
exports in the face of international competi- 
tion without recourse to protectionist meas- 


ures. He also gave the example of the Ger- 
man auto industry which, he maintained, had 
Stood up to the Japanese challenge. In these 
talks the question of defense of the franc 
within the EMS figured, observers said, 
despite the refusal of the two sidc3 tc com- 
ment on this aspect of the meeting. 

But chancellor Kohl reaffirmed publicly 
that Germany is willing to continue support- 
ing the franc. French Prime Minister Pierre 
Mauroy indicated that the Germans had 


informed him Thursday of the cut in G erman 
interest rates a few hours before the decision 
was announced. 

Both leaders expressed their desire to 
combat unemployment. President Mitter- 
rand said all bilateral economic questions had 
been discussed, adding that problems in the 
industrial and agricultural Sectors had also 
been raised. Mauroy said everyone was 
aware of the disparity between the two 
economies and rfae need for harmonization.

U.S. bid to better Canada ties 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 23 (R) — Secretary 
of State George Shultz makes an official visit 
to Ottawa this weekead to discuss economic 
issues that have strained traditional strong 
ties between the United States and Canada. 

Canadian officials in OOttawa said fears 
over mounting protectionism in the U.S. and 
concern over U.S. sanctions against West 
European firms supplying technology for the 
Soviet gas pipeline would dominate tl>c two 
days of talks. 

Shultz meets Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau at a Monday lunch after talks Sun- 
day afternoon and Monday with External 
Affairs Secretary Allan Maceachen. 

No formal agreements were expected to be 
signed during the visit, which both sides said 
would aim for better mutual understanding 
on a host of thorny bilateral issues. Canada 
has strongly objected tc protectionist meas- 
ures before the U.S. Congress affecting 
Canadian exports of such items as uranium 
and timber. The Canadian officials said 
Maceachen would ask Schultz to identify' 
which measures had White House backing. . 

State Department officials said the 
pipeline sanctions would be discussed mainly 
in the context of overall East-West trade 
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problems. They said Canada, not directly 
affected by sanctions, was not playing 
mediator between the U.S. and Europe. 

Canadian Ambassador Allan Gotlieb told 
reporters Friday that Ottawa was skeptical 
about the use of economic sanctions, and 
worried that Washington's 'extraterritorial 
application of law” could in another instance 
heavily damage Canadian trade interests. 

_ On the U.S. side, the Reagan administra- 
tion would like the Canadians to modify what 
it sees as a restrictive attitude toward foreign 
investment in Canad a.

BONN, OcL 23 (R) — Thousands of West 
German workers took to the streets Saturday 
in mass protests against the economic policies 
of the new center-right government. 

The West German Trade Union Federa- 
tion (DGB) has organized demonstrations in 
major cities and has threatened further pro- 
tests if the problems of unemployment are 
not solved. 

Industrialists, concerned over the actions, 
have called for cooperation in fighting the 
country's financial problems. But the trade 
unions believe the government of Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl intends to lay the harden of. 
economy measures largely on their members. 

There were angry scenes at a meeting in 
Mainz Friday when Labor Minister Norbert 
Bluem defended - his earlier proposal of a 
voluntary wage freeze. Textile workers 
accused Bluem of conducting "unsocial and 
unchristian ” practice. The labor minister 
replied that any wage freeze could be linked 
to a price freeze. Pay agreements could con- 
tain raises providing for new negotiations if 
inflation rose above a certain level, he said.

“Sri Lankan shock — 25 year ban, but tour 
goes on," the Citizen newspaper headlines 
read. “Life ban stuns 14 cricket rebels.” the 
Daily Mail announced while the Afrikaans 
newspaper. Die Bedd asked, “This isn’ ! cric- 
ket, is it?” 

“Cruel, impractical and wholly unjus- 
tified” was the reaction of Joe Pamensky, 
president of the South African Cricket 
Union. “They ail came as individuals and not 
to represent their country. All they had done 
was to carry out a decision of their Cricket 
Board to promote and foster non-radal cric- 
ket in South Africa,” he said. 

The Cricket Control Board's decision, 
taken after an emergency meeting in Col- 
ombo Friday, was “one of emotion rather 


than logic” Pamensky said, “As it passed a 
resolution to promote and foster non-racial 
cricket in South Africa at their biennial meet- 
ing.” He said the ban would hurt Sri Lankan 
and world cricket more than it would hurt 
South Africa. 

Earlier, the touring team had asked the 
banned English rebel cricketers ginemly 
playing in South Africa not to play in the lour 
because it could further harm their position. 
The severity of the Sri Lankan's suspension 
far outweighs the three- year ban from Test 
cricket imposed on Graham Gooch’s English 
t eam.

Solidarity 
calls for 
protests 

WARSAW. Oct. 23 (AP) — Underground 
Solidarity leaders, declaring hopes for 
agreement dead, have issued new appeals for 
protests to weaken the authorities before an 
“ultimate” general strike next spring. 

The appeals, dated Oct. 20 and circulated 
here Saturday, are the first call for a general 
strike try the now-outlawed union’s fugitive 
chiefs since they united in a temporary lead- 
ership last April. 

The leaders called for an eight-hour strike 
Nov. 1 0 followed by demonstrations, and a 
“week of workers’ protests” in December to 
mark the first anniversary of martial law on 
Dec. 13. 

“The measures adopted so far did not 
manage to turn the authorities away from the 
road to catastrophe and we have to reach for 
ultimate means.” the statement said. “The 
regime is deaf to the nation's voice.” 

The appeals go beyond a call for a four- 
hour strike Nov. 1 0 to protest the ban pn 
Solidarity, and seek to explain why workers 
should join the protests to render” ineffective 
repressions and the rule of terror.” 

“Solidarity is entering a new phase of con- 
flict” the appeals said. “Weakening the 
authorities is an important element of prep- 
arations for a general strike. The action of 
civil resistance initiated by the union leader- 
ship.. will reveal the total isolation of tlx: 
authorities. 

“ If all workers will join the strike, the rep- 
ressions will not be effective and they will be 
more afraid than we,” the fugitive union 
leaders said in an apparent attempt to rally 
crumbling support from the rank-and-file. 

The statements said the breaking of a wild- 
cat protest in Gdansk's shipyards Oct. 11 
after the ban on Solidarity by threatening 
workers with dismissal or jail, and the deaths 
of workers in clashes which claimed their 
1 5th victim in Nowa Huta Oct. 1 3 had forced 
the new strike calls. 

Following an eight-hour strike Nov. 1 0. the 
second anniversary of court registration of 
Solidarity, workers were instructed to join 
demonstrations against official violence and 
defending jailed or interned unionists and 
union rights. 

The leaders also declared the week of Dec. 
13-17 one of organized “manifestations” 
across Poland to pay homage to people killed 
since Poznan riots in 1 956 in clashes with the 
authorities, and appealed to students, far- 
mers and members of other unions banned by 
parliament Oct. 8 for support. 

“The strikes and boycotts of the new 
regime unions will be a form of national 
referendum in which society will articulate 
itself against throwing the country into pov- 
erty.” the statements said.

floods leave a trail of destruction 



VALENCIA. Spain. Oct. 23 (AFP) — 
Receding floodwaters in southeastern Spain 
Saturday showed a devastated landscape of 
swollen animal carcassses. tractors, trucks 
and cars twisted into heaps of rusting steel, 
uprooted trees, and collapsed houses half- 
submerged in black mud. 

Torrential rains struck southeastern 
Spain's Mediterranean coast two days ago. 
generating flash floods that left at least 50 
persons dead. 30 missing and more than 
100.000 homeless. Initial damage estimates 
indicated that the flood waters destroyed 
36.500 million pesetas (S3 15 million) worth 
of agriculture in the provinces of Valencia. 
Albacete and Murcia. 

Relief workers were able to entera number 
of stricken villages for the first time Saturday 
where they dug out of the mud the bodies of 
victims trapped by the swirling waters. In 
Elcira. a town of 40.000 inhabitants 30 
kilometers south of Valencia, firemen reco- 
vered 20 bodies. 

But many of the stricken inhabitants in still 
submerged areas refuse to leave the rooftops 
of their homes, despite efforts, by 
helicopter-borne rescue workers to ferry 
them to safety. Only 1 5.000 flood victims 
have evacuated the disaster area, while the 
rest spend their days and chilly nights 
perched atop their homes with a few sheep 
and what few personal belongings they man- 
aged to salvage. 

More than 1 00 civilian and military 
helicopters are monitoring the disaster area.

dropping blankets, food and medicine to the 
rooftop dwellers. But Spaniards both in the 
region and throughout the nation have spon- 
taneously offered assistance. 

Tens of thousands of volunteer rescue 
workers labor alongside the 15.000 official 
relief workers, and cars have formed lines 
several kilometers long to load relief goods 
for distribution to flood victims. Private citi- 
zens were seen contributing three or four 
loaves of bread, a liter or two of milk, choco- 
late. canned food, sweaters and even candy 
for the children. 

In Valencia, the province that produces 80 
percent of the nation's citrus fruit, the floods 
destroyed 30.000 million pesetas ($259 mil- 
lion) worth of produce, according to an 
agricultural organization. Damage in Murcia 
was estimated at J.5Q0 million pesetas (SJ2 


million). The floods killed about 4.000 heads 
of livestock and destroyed around 4.000 
houses. 

The cabinet met in emergency session early 
Saturday to adopt relief measures for the 
three provinces. Although the threat of 
further rains seemed distant as the sun reap- 
peared. authorities are taking urgent precau- 
tions to bead off epidemics caused by the 
breakdown of sanitation. 

Radio and television messaged warned 
flood victims to boil and treat their drinking 
water with bleach, burn the cadavers of lives- , 
lock and refrain from eating fruit and veget- 
ables found in flooded fields. Spain's King 
Juan Cari os and Queen Sophia and the 
nation's political leaders visited the disaster 
areas Friday.

Gandhi accepts three Sikh demands 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 23 (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's government 
indicated readiness to accept some of the 
demands of a militant Sikh political party 
waging a civil disobedience movement in 
India's Punjab state. 

Former Indian Foreign Minister Swaran 
Singh, who had been asked by Mrs. Gandhi to 
negotiate on her behalf, met a leader of the 
Akali Dal party in Jullundur city and pre- 
sented a proposal to end the three-month 
agitation in Punjab, the United News of India 
reported. 

UNI said Mrs. Gandhfs government had 
offered to accept three demands of the Akali 
Dal: Declaration of Amritsar,400 kilometers 
northwest of New Delhi, as a Sikh holy city, 
incorporation of Chandigarh city in Punjab 
and enactment of a law to bring all Sikh tem- 
ples in India under control of a committee 
that manages Punjab temples.

Singh reportedly explained the govern- 
ment's inability to accept a fourth demand — 
greater political autonomy for Punjab — 
because it involved constitutional changes: 

On provincial autonomy for Punjab where 
most of the 12 million Sikhs live, ihe Indian 
Express newspaper said that Akali sources 
believed their rank and file realized such a 
sweeping demand would never be enter- 
tained by New Delhi. The Akalis say only 
defense, foreign affairs and communications 
should be handled by the central govern- 
ment. 

Commentators said Mrs. Gandhfs accep- 
tance of the major Akali demands could be 
considered a victory for the moderates 
among the Akali leaders. They bad been 
given two weeks by the hard-liners to pro- 
duce results after a three- month- old protest 
which included a “fill the jails” campaign by 
some 30,000 Sikhs.

Tension grips Basque 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Northwest Spain. Oct. 
23 (AFP) — Tension continued to grip 
Spain’s troubled Basque region Saturday 
after overnight bomb blasts at three banks, 
five days before the general election. There 
were no casualties. 

The blasts were reported by police at Ver- 
gara and Mondragon. The Basque separatist 
organization ETA- Military began a cam- 
paign last June against banks which refused 
to pay a “revolutionary tax.” The blasts came 
after the wife of the suspected head of 
ETA-Mflitary was arrested, near the French 
border, according to reliable sources. 

Ana Maria Abrisketa was taken to police 
headquarters in Madrid where she would be 
charged under the anti-terrorist law. the 
sources said. Her husband, Jesus Abrisketa 
Korta. was arrested recently in southwest 
France. No details were given ob the reason 
for Mrs. Abrisketa's arrest 

Meanwhile, opinion polls forecast a Social- 
ist landslide in next Thursday's Spanish gen- 
eral elections, ending 46 years of conserva- 
tive dominance. Surveys carried out since the 
government said three weeks ago it had 
uncovered a right-wing military plot to stage 
a coup before the elections also suggested 
that Spanish politics had polarized between 
left and right. 

They predicted that the right-wing Popular 
Alliance Party would become the second 
political force and that the centrists who have 
won both elections ^nce Francisco Franco 
died in 1 975 would be routed. 

The opinion polls, tile last to be published

Iran pilot seeks 
Swiss asylum 

GENEVA, Oct. 23 (AP) — A pilot of the 
national Iranian airline, Iran air, who 
defected during a flight from Tehran. to Ams- 
terdam Sept. 22, Saturday be was seek- 
ing political asylum in Switzerland. 

Denouncing what he called the “torture 
regime" of Ayatollah Khomeini, CapL Frey- 
doun Aryan told the Associated Press that 
growing oppression by the Tehran regime 
made it impossible for him to stay in his coun- 
try. More than 20,000 Iranians had been 
executed since Khomeini took power and 
that there were about 50,000 political pris- 
oners, he said. 

Aryan. 37, and a co-founder of the Iranian 
Commercial Pilots’ Association, said his wife 
and his eight-year-old daughter had left Iran 
illegally for Turkey a few weeks earlier and 
would join him shortly in Switzerland. 

A week ago, a fellow Iranair pilot, CapL 
Keyhan Jahanfakhr, 34, quit his crew during 
a scheduled Vienna stopover on a London- 
Tehran flight and asked for asylum in 
Austria. Aryan said he had known about 
Jahanfakhr' s plans and explained this was 
one of the reasons for delaying the public 
disclosure of Ms own defection.

Typhoon kills 
66 in Vietnam 

VINH, Vietnam. Oct. 23 (AFP) — At least 
66 persons were killed and nearly 300 injured 
earlier this week when typhoon Nancy, with 
winds approaching 1 40 kilometers per hour, 
ripped through the coastal province of Ngbe 
T ilth in central Vietnam, province officials 
said Saturday. 

Authorities put the number of persons left 
without shelter at 169.000 and said 40.000 to 
50.000 tons of food was urgently needed. An 
estimated 72.000 homes, mostly made of 
bamboo and straw, were reported to havr 
been destroyed. 

Diplomats and representatives of interna- 
tional organizations who flew over the disas- 
ter area observed flooded rice fields, devas- 
tated homes, and telephone poles that bad 
snapped in half like pieces of straw. The 
storm, which struck Monday, dumped 300 
millimeters of rain in two days and destroyed 
50.000 hectares of ricefields just as the har- 
vest was be ginnin g. 

Th anh Hoa province, immediately to the 1 
north, was also Mt by typhoon Nancy, but the 
extent of the destruction was not yet known. 
At the Vinh Airport, six light planes were 
overturned and damaged. Uprooted trees 
were everywhere.. 

Initial reports said 320 schools in the pro- 
vince were destroyed or damaged as were 50 
factories and seven hospitals. For the indus- 
trial and crafts sector alone, losses were esti- 
mated at 13 million dongs ($1 3 million).
